BICENTENNIAL BARLOW HIKE PLANNED 


Oregonians have floated, swum, flown, ridden horseback, run, 
jogged, bicycled and driven wagons for the Bicentennial. Now, in 
honor of the Bicentennial, Oregon will host a hike over an 
historic road. 

Frank Quinlan, Portland, Director of the Oregon Bicentennial 
Commission, and James Weeks, The Dalles, President of the Wasco 
County Historical Society, will retrace the over 100-mile Barlow 
Road from The Dalles to Oregon City. Beginning Friday, August 13, 
at The Dalles, the route will take the hikers to Dufur, Tygh Valley, 
Mt. Hood National Forest, Government Camp, Rhododendron, Marmot, 
Sandy, Eagle Creek and Barton enroute to Oregon City. 

Samuel K. Barlow and others set out from The Dalles in the 
fall of 1845 to open a wagon route around the south side of Mt. Hood 
but had to leave their wagons and most of their goods in the mountains 
for the winter. Barlow and Philip Foster began work on the Barlow 
Road the next spring, and it continued as a toll road until 1915. 

The Barlow Road was the route for immigrants to avoid the dangerous 
Columbia River Gorge on the last lap of the Oregon Trail.

Alan Fenton, read the Treasurer's report, there being $1,077.41 in the bank,

Subject: Suggestions for encouraging Bicentennial participation 


Business, service, fraternal and labor organizations are urged 

to investigate whether or not their state and national organizations 
have adopted a Bicentennial project. If such a project exists, 
become involved. In lieu of a statewide or national project, launch 
a local project using the "Heritage", "Festival" or "Horizons" 
themes. For larger projects, join with other organizations with 
similar goals. 


Education committees should open a line of communication with the 
Intermediate Education District, superintendent of schools and 

major educational administrations. Programs will be forthcoming 
from the office of the State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
Urge your local educators to use some of the programs coming through 
the Department of Education. Administrators are much more receptive 
to local requests than state or national pronouncements. Organize 

a "Northwest Trailblazer" - Junior Historian chapter in your school 
or youth group. (Request materials from ARBC of Oregon office) 


Youth committees should concern themselves with local. groups 
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Suggestions to chairmen 
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Local government committees should concern themselves with informing 


city and county governments of planned projects. Government agencies 
can provide mailing assistance, security protection and information on 
permits, etc. The local Oregon National Guard stands ready to assist 
Bicentennial projects when the work can be considered a training 
exercise. Give local, county and state governmental requests sufficient 
lead time. 


Patriotic committees can ean color guard units for official occasions, 
flag raisings, etc. The National Guard can also assist in this type of 
activity. This committee can explain the story of the Declaration of 
Independence to service and school groups. 


An Art committee can best coordinate all events such as theater, mime, 


art fairs, concerts, exhibitions and arts and crafts events. Each 
Oregon city Bouse have some type of Art Fair during the Bicentennial 
Era. 


Traveling exhibits will, be available from the State ARBC and from 
National sources.
